Orange, Tustin, Anaheim 
Enrollments Total 
More Than 100 


Santa Ana high school leads in 
the number of students registered 
here; it was revealed today in a 
survey of the 614 students enroll- 
ed at the jaysee by Miss Mabel G. 
Whiting. 

Orange high school is second in 
the list of total students registered 
with 51. Other cities having_stu- 
dents enrolled include, Tustin, with 
43; Anaheim, 21; Garden Grove, 
17; Newport Harbor, 17; Hunting- 
ton Beach, 16; Laguna, 8; San 
Juan Capistrano, 6; Pasadena, 6; 
Fullerton, 5; Los Angeles, 4; and 
Long Beach ,3. 

Twenty-three students are regis- 
tered from other California cities 
including Hanford, San Diego, El 
Centro, Eureka, Alameda, Fort 
Bragg, Gardena, Brawley, Bel- 
mont, San Jose, Escondido, Berke- 
ley, Hollywood, San Pedro, Mar- 
veville, Lone Pine, Brea Olinda, 
Chino, Bishop, Strathmore, Covina, 
and Whittier. A total of 85 stu- 
dents are registered from other 
states, and 3 from outside the Uni- 
ted States.
